WASHINGTON. Oct. 22 l,T)— Secretary of the Interior J. A. KruR. now traveling in tho 
uthwesl. today iuvileti John L. Lewis to meet him in California if ho want^ to discuss anew 
soft coal niininji cntitract by Nov. 1. The United Mine Workers' leader, tossing out the threat 
of u new eoiil prodiicliiin shutdown, charged the government with breach of contract yester- 
day and hinted hr.>:idly at new wa^o demands. He demanded that neKotiatlons for a new; 
contract be^in by Nov. I, 

Levvi.s' new cluiilenne. endinp nearly fix month.s of comparative silence, could mean n 
walkout nf the nation'.s -100.000 soft coal minens by Nov. 20 — on the icy ed^c of winter. Un- 
leashing his attack with sudden fury, the United Mine Worker.i' union boss accused the rov- 
ernnu-ut of contract breaches re-iultinu in "the loss of million.^ of dollars due to the mino 
workers."
